The  fame  obfervations  arc  applicable 
to  the  cuftom  of  eating  mtai3  which  are 
become  tender,  and  tainted  with  fomc 
degree  of  putrefadion.  This  is  Icfs  ge¬ 
neral  in  this  country,  than  in  force  others 
upon  li.c  continent  of  thirope. 

Every  child  riunrally  abhors  tainted 
meats  ;  and  all  the  nohler  animals,  and 
thofe  whoff' nriiclure  .cfvmbies  the  hu¬ 
man,  do  the  fime.  Putrid  rood  is  only 
chofen  by  maggots,  worms,  and  fuch  dif- 
gufting  animals,  whofe  fenfes  feem  the 
reverfe  of  thofe  of  men.  Does  not  this 
form  a  Itrong  prefumption,  that  no  meats 


degrees,  they  may  be  brought  to  prefer  which  are  not  perfectly  freOi  and  un¬ 
to  more  wholefome  diet.  It  is  owing  to  tainted  ought  to  be  eaten  by  men  f  Al¬ 
ibis,  that  many,  the  rich  in  particular,  though  Dr  Cullen  difapproves  of  meats 


inftead  of  plain  and  falutary  food,  pre¬ 
fer  what  is  highly  feafoned  with  hot  pun¬ 
gent  fpices.  Thefe  acrid  and  ftimulating 
fubftances  are  delerted  by  every  perfon 
at  firft  ;  but  even  children  may  be  indu¬ 
ced  to  eat  them,  in  imitation  of  their  pa¬ 
rents  and  relations;  and  having  acqui¬ 
red  a  tafte  for  them,  the  ftimnlui?  gi¬ 
ven  to  the  ftomach  becomes  at  laft  necef- 
fary. 

That  thofe  ftimulants,  though  they 
fecin  to  alTift,  yet,  in  reality,  and  at  the 


wfiich  are  much  advanced  in  a  putrid 
Bate,  he  feems  to  think  that  fume  degree 
of  putrefadion  may  be  proper,  as  it  ren¬ 
ders  them  more  fuluble  in  the  ftomach. 
For  it  has  been  proved  by  the  experi¬ 
ments  made  upon  animals,  that  putrid 
meats  are  fooner  dillblved  in  the  ftomach 
than  frelh  ;  but  it  does  not  necclTirily 
follow,  that  they  are  fooner  d’gefted. 
Broth,  which  is  a  fluid  and  already  in  a 
ftate  of  folution,  is  digefted  flower  and 
with  more  ditnciftty  than  folid  meat.

IS  evident  from  this,  that  the  ftomach 
which  could  with  tafe  digeft  plain  food 
before  it  was  accuftomed  to  fpicciies, 
cannot  afterwards  digeft  it  without  their 
afliftance.  A  ftomach  in  this  fituarion 
therefore  may  juftly  be  faid  to  be  in  a 
difeafed  ftate.  And  it  is  not  without 
foun(jatir>n,  that  difeafes,  and  prema¬ 
ture  old  .age,  have  been  imputed  to  the 
habit  of  uling  ftimulating  and  act  id  con- 
tlirnents. 

Dr  Cullen  feems  to  me  to  treat  them 
rather  too  taverurably  ;  though  it  mult 
be  acknowledged,  that  fome  individuals, 
after  acquiring  this  habit,  enjoy  good 
health,  and  arrive  at  old  age.  But  ihelc 
exceptions  c.innot  overturn  the  general

RTS  have  been  truly  faid  to  have 
made  a  more  furpriflng  proerefs  in 
this  country  during  the  laft  twenty  or 
thirty  years,  than  at  any  other  period  of 
our  civilization.  Not  only  the  art  of  ri« 
ding  without  the  trouble  of  going  to  the 
mantgCt  has  been  greatly  improved  a- 
mong  fox-hunters,  andjockies,  but  even 
the  arts  of  falling,  of  laming  a  horlc,  and 
of  breaking  a  neck,  arc  here  reduced  to 
a  fcience  ! 

The  prefent  period  has  been  frequent¬ 
ly  called  the  age  of  invention  ;  and  what 
production  can  better  illuftrate  the  faCt, 
than  the  work  before  us  ^  and  what  a 
colloquial  philologer  is  our  author  !  and 
what  a  matter  of  the  technica  of  the  turf, 
the  field,  and  the  road  ! 

We  formerly  obferved  in  vol.  77  of 
our  Review,  that  our  author  had  copied 
the  humour  of  Swift,  in  the  text  of  his 
work,  and  of  Hogarth,  in  the  drawings  ; 
but  we  beg  M after  Gambado’s  pardon 
^copying  is  too  humiliating  a  term  for 
the  productions  of  his  pen,  or  of  his  pen¬ 
cil.  Both  make  us  laugh,  like  thole  of 
Swift  and  Hogarth:  but  with  wit,  hu¬ 
mour,  and  ingenuity,  entirely  his  own. 
Swift’s  humour  was  dry  and  ironical, 
and  Hogarth’s  excellence  was  in  expo- 
ling  vice,  and  in  making  folly  ridiculous  : 
but  Matter  Gambado’s  jokes  are  original ; 
and  his  drawings  are  not  only  on  fubjeCts 
different  from  thofe  which  were  treaietl 
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invention  !  as  w'e  have  heard  of  ftrangc 
Ioffes  and  lacerations  happening  to  fc- 
dentary  brethren,  in  attempting  to  be¬ 
come  centaurs.  The  editor,  indeed, 
leems  not  inlcnfible  to  the  merit  of  this 
invention  ;  and  he  afferrs.  ‘  that  the  dia- 
culum  drawers  are  the  only  fabrics  of  the 
kind  he  t  vi  r  heard  of,  and  that  he  verily 
believes  they  are  hitherto  non-defeript.’ 

in  a  ftioit  advertifement,  we  are  told 
that,  “  to  rrmft  of  the  plates  the  editor 
has  thought  fit  to  fuhjoin  Latin  mottos, 
as  an  elucidation  of  them  to  fucli  of  his 
readers  as  do  not  underftand  Englilb  ; 
and  fiich  he  may  perhaps  meet  with,” 
DrCaliock,  and  his  hobby,  armed  with 
a  puzzle  to  prevent  his  being  over  pi¬ 
ous,  make  an  admirable  print. 

The  author  fays  :  “  Though  Dr  Shaw 
himfelf,  who  is  a  great  traveller  Indeed, 
has  the  modefty  to  alTiire  us,  that  the 
Barbary  hurfes  nevci  lie  down  ;  yet,  even 
he  has  not  the  effrontery  to  fay,  that  they 
never  tumble  dowm  !” 

A  plate  is  given,  exhibiting  rot  only  the 
canine  and  equtJUiant  but  alfo  the  Chn.  tiin 
puzzle,  “  of  ulc,  if  put  upon  long  ftory- 
tellers,  who  catch  hold  of  yuur  button 
and  thruft  thtir  nofe  and  m()uth  in  your 
face,  when,  perhaps,  it  is  highly  necef* 
fary  to  keep  them  at  arm’s-length.”

Bitifed  with  the  privilege  of  great  minds, 
which  look  upon  misfortune  without 
aftonifhment,  he  jefted  even  when  in 
this  diftrefsful  fit  nation  ;  and  as  CaEfir 
threatened  to  hang  rhe  pirates  that  took 
him  at  fea,  fo  Diimourier  with  menaces 
ordered  the  Hanoverian  foldier,  whofe 
prifoncr  he  was,  to  perform  for  him  the 
mod  fervile  offices. 

In  17  ,  when  an  Emperor,  an  Em- 

prefs,  and  a  King,  confpired  to  opprefs 
the  people  of  Poland,  divided  their  domi¬ 
nions,  and  drovt  off  the  inhabitants  like 
herds  of  cattle,  Dumourier  was  there  in 
the  fervice  of  the  republic,  at  the  head 
of  four  hundred  French  volunteers. 
Judging  it  in  his  pnw’er  to  flrike  an 
advantageous  flroke,  he  called  together 
his  principal  officers,  and  fubmitted  his 
plan  to  their  confidcration.  It  appeared 
defperate  to  all ;  and  all,j  as  with  one 
voice,  exprefled  their  diffent. 

So,  gentlemen,  faid  Dumourier,  you 
W’ill  not  fight  ?  Well,  I  fay  you  (hall. — 
Then  affembling  his  men,  he  told  them, 
that  thofe  who  were  not  ready  to  go  to 
hell  with  him  immediately  might  retire. 
Nor  was  this  advertifement  fuperiliions  ; 
leading  them  to  the  attack  of  the  enemy 
at  Cracow,  near  two  hundred  of  them 
were  killed  upon  the  fpot,  and  fixty 
more  difabled  for  life.  Succefs,  however, 
crowned  his  eiitcrprife. 

Equally  fit  for  the  cabinet  and  tlie 
field,  the  vcrfaiilily  of  his  talents  re¬ 
commended  him  to  the  notice  of  Li’uis 
XV,  Accordingly,  in  the  year  I77*» 
when  that  monarch,  wiiliing  for  good 
information  refpe^ling  the  revolution  in 
Sweden,  fent  thither,  williout  the 
knowledge  of  his  minilfers,  tour  perfons 
in  whom  he  could  confide,  Dumourier 
was  one  of  the  number.  The  diligence 
of  himfelf  and  his  colleagues  was  fecund* 
cd  by  the  difpatch  ol  their  couriers. 
The  King  afked  his  minifters,  if  they 
had  any  news  from  Sweden,  and  was 
told  they  had  none.  Why  then,  faid  he, 
1  have,  and  communicated  to  tliem  the 
contents  of  his  difpatchcs.  The  mini- 
fiers,  provoked  at  finding  that  men  not 
immediately  under  their  command  had 
interfered  in  tbc  affairs  of  pre- 


No  man  knows  better  than  the  com¬ 
mander  of  the  Btlgic  army  how  toinfpirc 
his  troops  with  confidence  and  courage. 
His  liberal  piaife,  often  beflowed  before 
it  has  been  deferved,  makes  them  eager 
to  earn  the  reputation  they  hare  re¬ 
ceived  in  advance  ;  and  that  he  may  teach 
them  not  to  fpare  their  perfons,  he  is 
ever  at  their  head,  and  in  the  hotteft  of 
the  fire.

Above  the  afftdation  of  gravity,  that  is 
generally  the  mark  of  a  fhallow  mind, 
he  difeovers  infinite  humour  in  the  midit 
of  the  moft  feiious  occupation,  ftill  finds 
time  for  his  jeft,  and  always  greater  than 
the  occafion  that  calls  for  his  care,  he 
feems  to  make  burinef>  his  fport,  and 
fport,  his  bulinefs  :  poiTetfed  at  the  fame 
time  of  a  cumprehenfive  underftanding, 
a  forelight  almoft  more  than  human, 
and  inimeafurabie  ambition,  he  appears 
born  to  uphold,  or  to  overturn  an  em¬ 
pire. 

To  thefe  qualifications  of  a  foldier  and 
a  general,  he  joins  the  liberal  endow¬ 
ments  ot  a  Icholar.

— The  moment  was  not  yet 
arrived  involving  us  in  it ;  and  until  it  did 
arrive,  he  (hould  continue  to  exert  himfelf 
for  the  maintenance  of  peace  :  but  it  would 
be  impofing  upon  the  Houfe,  and  contrary  to 
his  own  opinion,  to  declare  a  probability  of 
peace.  To  him  war  appeared  inevitable  in 
cxifling  circumftanccs;  and  fuch  a  war,  w  hen¬ 
ever  it  did  come,  would  be  far  preferable  to 
a  precarious  peace,  in  which  our  honour 
could  not  be  fecure,  nor  our  country  fafe.  He 
concluded  by  moving  an  humble  Addrefs  to  his 
^lajcfty,  thanking  him  for  his  moft  gracious 
communication  ;  condoling  wdth  him  on  the 
atrocious  adl  recently  committed  at  Paris, 
which  niufl  be  felt  by  all  Europe  as  an  adl 
againft  every  principle  of  religion,  humanity, 
and  judice  ;  alluring  him  chat  it  was  impof- 
fiblc  that  they  fhuuld  not  be  fenfible  of  the 
views  of  aggrandizement  and  ambition  on  the 
part  of  France,  which  would  be  at  all  times 
dangerous  to  the  general  interefts  of  Europe, 
but  which  arc  particularly  fo  w  hen  connected 
with  the  propagation  of  principles  which  tend 
to  the  violation  of  the  molt  facred  duties,  and 
which  arc  utterly  fubverfive  of  the  peace 
and  order  of  all  civil  fociety  :  To  declare  to 
his  Majefty  their  determination  to  adopt  the 
moft  vigorous  and  efFe(ftual  oppofition  to  thole 
views,  that  we  may  preferve  every  thing  to 
us  valuable  as  a  nation  ;  and  that  they  will 
afford  with  alacrity  the  means  to  enable  his 
Majefty  to  augment  his  forces,  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  rights  of  his  people,  and  of 
his  allies. 

Eord  Beauchamp  fccondtd  the  motion. 
I.amciiting  the  calamity  of  a  war,  his  l.ord- 
Ibip  preierred  it  to  an  inglorious  peace  ;  and 
contended,  that  the  polTclTion  of  Savoy  and 
the  Netherlands  by  France  were  objeds  ren¬ 
dering  a  war  abbdutcly  neceirary ;  as  the 
poflellion  of  Savoy  would  fubjcdl  all  Italy  to 
france,  and  make  her  miftrefs  of  the  Medi¬ 
terranean;  and  the  polfclhon  of  the  Nether.- 
lands  enable  her  to  be  the  diclatrefs  of  tlic 
governineiit  of  Holland. 

l-ord  Wycombe  oppofed  the  motion,  con- 
fidering  a  war  unnccclTury,  and  ruinous  in 
the  prelcnt  fituation  of  this  countrv,  and  the 
precarious  fituation  of  Ireland.  He  contend* 
cd,  that  neither  the  rights  of  his  Majefty 
nor  the  fecurity  of  the  hate  were  tfircateneil 
by  the  I  rcnch;  that  they  were  eager  at.

K  ;  and 
on  the  5th  we  fell  in  with  a  group  of 
iflands,  which  extend  from  eafl  to  weft, 
from  longitude  182  to  178.  F..  and  be¬ 
tween  latitude  17.  and  19.  S,  They 
conlifled  of  about  forty,  part  of  which 
w’ere  feen  by  Capt.  Bligh,  in  the  Bounty^ 
launeh,  and  c died  after  his  name.  The 
perfons  of  the  native  ,  their  language, 
canoes,  and  w'eap m.a,  being  neatly  the 
fame  as  the  Friendly  lllinders,  together 
with  their  vicinity,  they  may  be  con- 
fidcred  as  part  of  the  fame  group.  Some 
of  thefe  were  the  molt  romantic  and  pic* 
turcfijue  that  the  human  mind  cm  form; 
and  we  regretted  much  oil'  Ihort  ft  iv  a- 
inongft  them.  From  this  lime  until  the 
lit  of  Septemlier  vve  ixp<  rienced  pleiUnt 
we.ttl'.er,  without  any  thing  particul  ir  oc* 
curring,  when  on  that  day  we  got  light  of 
land  ;  and  from  that  moment  to  the  20th, 
no  people  ever  fuffered  more  through  an¬ 
xiety  than  we  did. — Tliis  land  proved  to 
be  one  of  the  New  Guinea  Iflmds  which 
form  Elide ivour  Strait.':,  but  confiilera- 
bly  to  (he  eallward  of  that  knnw’'i  track 
through  vvh.ich  Capt.  Cook  palled.  We 
lollow’ed  the  Allittance  with  boats  a-hcad 
to  guide  us,  am!  found  our  water  daily 
IIiohI  froni  feventy  four  to  four  fathoms. 
We  now  faw'  no  vifible  means  to  piirfuc 
our  couife,  as  ill  ands,  breakers, and  ihoals 
piefenled  themlelves  in  every  tV.redlioa. 
'1\)  return  the  way  we  came  was  now  ren- 
dtr^d  impoliible,  as  the  eafterly  monfoon 
was  blou’ing,  and  the  p.ifTage  thr  uigh 
which  we  had  come  was  loo  narrow  to 
allow  us  to  beat  back;  our  I'Uu.ition, 

!  therefore,  became  extremely  critical :  in 
one  day  we  liad  broken  two  of  our  an¬ 
chors,  ill  anchoring  to  avoid  danger ;  add 
>  to  this,  a  frnall  allowance  of  water  in  ihb 

•  fu'itrs  climate.  'Fhe  great  confumption 
of  that  article,  owing  to  the  plants,  had 

•  obliged  us,  very  early  in  our  voyage,  to 

•  be  cconomills  :  it  now  became  neceOaty 
i  to  dimiliilli  our  former  fcauty  al!owance» 
■  and  one  pint  of  pure  water,  btfides  our 
1  ufiial  allowance  of  grog,  was  the  daily

An  ar.lwer  was  given  to  the  firft 
p</»nt,  by  arguments  founded  on  the 
r»ghl'  of  nature,  and  on  the  principles 
of  lufticc  and  lilierty,  which  the  Ffetjch 
ita'.iiUi  has  coufecraled,  and  the  full  and 
•  ntire  enjoyment  ot  which  it  could  not 
Tff'jfe  tv>  the  Belgians.  It  replied, 
Th.t  treaties  extorted  by  avarice,  and 
cordentei!  to  through  iltf^>*atifiu,  could 
not  hind  the  Belgians,  reftored  to  freedom 
and  liht  rty. 

To  the  fecond  conr.plaint  an  anfwer 
was  given  by  the  free  explanation  i)f  ti.e 
Ttai  inti  ntions  which  animated  th.e  N  i- 
t:o:n!  Corivention,  when  they  palfcd 
fli.i!  b^iu  ficent  decree.  It  is  clear,  that 
l!ie  intention  of  the  National  Convention 
was  tiever  to  engage  iheinfelves  to  make 
the  caufe  ot  a  few  individuals  the  caufe 
i.i  :!;e  whole  French  nation;  but  when 
a  people  fubj«.vled  to  a  tlclpol,  Ihoii’d 
have  the  courage  to  break  then  chains  ;

This  piopofal  was  referred  to  the  diplo. 
matic  committee,  the  committee  of  the 
marine,  and  the  colonial  committee,  in 
order  to  provide  means  for  the  defence 
of  the  French  colonics. 

On  Dec.  28.  the  minifler  for  foreign  af¬ 
fairs  informed  the  Convention,  that  he 
had  received  the  declarations  of  neutrali- 
ty  of  the  Spanilli  minilfry,  accompanied 
with  a  letter  from  Chevalier  Ocaiiz,  the 
Spanilh  ch,arge  des  .\fl  lires  in  Fr.ir.ee  ;  in 
w  hich  he  fays.  That  “  it  w  ill  be  from  the 
manner  in  w  hich  the  French  nation  fliall 
behave  towards  Louis  and  his  fimily, 
that  it  will  experience  what  reliance  may 
be  placrd  in  the  promifes  o^  Spain.  Thii 
grand  trial  cannot  be  conlidered  as  fureign 
to  the  King  of  Spain  ;  and  his  M  ijcdy 
cannot  be  aceufed  of  wilhing  to  inter¬ 
meddle  in  the  internal  affairs  of  the  (late, 
w'iien  he  rudkes  his  voice  to  be  heard  in 
favour  ot  a  relation,  a  friend,  and  an 
unhappy  Ih-ince. — Though  the  greater 
part  of  the  French  have  not  yet  fpokrn 
out,  the  m.'ijority  ot  them  feem  tav  'ur- 
able  to  Louis  ;  and  if  his  enemies  lliall 
be  able  to  exercife  ajrainll  him  the  laft  vio* 
lence,  the  French  government  will  alone 
be  acciHintable.  VViui  1  now-  exprefsto 
yi>u  as  the  wifli  of  the  King  -is  the  wi(h 
of  the  Spip.ifh  nation  ;  and  under  ihefe 
views  his  M  »jeft>  has  ordereii  me  to  pre- 
feiit  to  the  Convention  his  moft  ardent  in- 
lercifli  MIS.”
